This week, nearly 300 people (clergy and parish staff) from the diocese 
gathered for Pastoral Ministry Days at the Terra Sancta Retreat Center. It was 
exciting to gather in the newly remodeled facility. The participants were 
amazed at the transformation of the fifty year old structure. 

So much money and effort has been invested. Yet, the goal was not 
merely to renovate a building, but to have a place where lives are 
transformed by grace. More specifically, the goal is to have a Catholic home 
where we might gather and grow in our Catholic faith. That was why these 
days were so satisfying. You could sense a feeling of ownership and 
diocesan pride among the participants. And those who spoke to us were 
wonderful witnesses of the Catholic faith. 

The format was based on "Theological Reflection" which is a fancy way of 
saying people were asked to reflect on how God works through them as they 
serve in the Church. The speakers were people from our diocese who 
represented a wide variety of ministries. College students described 
activities with Newman Centers at BHSU and SDSM&T. Others shared 
about their work in marriage preparation, faith formation, parish life, etc. 

At the end of the days. Bishop Gruss said that he could not remember 
when he had been so inspired. When the college students spoke with such 
resilient faith, it gave us great hope for the future. Everyone who spoke 
radiated a strong union with God. After hearing so many powerful 
witnesses, it was obvious that faith is alive and well in the diocese of Rapid 
City. 

To be a believer is to be ALIVE IN CHRIST. It means to live each day 
with a clear conviction that the Risen Christ is with you and works through 
you. St. Paul says that we live in Christ. Those who spoke at Pastoral 
Ministry Days radiated this mystery. 

The great celebrations of the Easter Triduum are privileged moments to 
be enlivened in the Risen Christ. As a child, this was always one of the 
busiest times of the year. We were lambing or calving during Holy Week. 
Yet, we always stopped everything and attended the liturgies on Holy 
Thursday, Good Friday and Holy Saturday. I am so grateful for how my 
family passed on to me the sacred sense of these days. It shaped my heart. 

Please set aside time to attend the great liturgies this week. It will 
recharge your heart. These are special days to pray for the catechumens who 
will be baptized and the candidates who will be confirmed on Holy 
Saturday. Come and pray with them. Your participation at Holy Saturday 
will be the best gift you could give them as newly initiated members.

Y aim ^)unAay and Symbolism: 

Wby are you carrying around tree branches? 

Sometimes, one of the hardest things to explain as a 
Catholic is our attachment to symbolism. Palm Sunday 
is a great example of that. We come home from Mass 
holding palm branches, and we tuck them behind a 
crucifix or next to the picture of the Last Supper. To 
anyone who does not know our faith, it looks as 
though we stuck a few weeds on the wall... imagine 
their questions! The truth behind this tradition, 
however, goes to the story of Palm Sunday, when the 
people heard that Christ was coming and "they took 
out palm branches and went out to meet him, and 
cried out 'Hosanna! Blessed is he who comes in the 
name of the Lord, [even] the king of Israel.'" (John 
12:13). It was a tradition to spread palms before a king 
as he processed into his city. It was a way to welcome 
him, to show him glory and homage. Thus, Christ, the 
true King, was welcomed into Jerusalem. This fulfilled 
the prophecy in the Old Testament, which declared, 
"Behold: your king is coming to you, a 
just savior is he, humble and riding 
on a donkey." (Zech. 9:9) It revealed 
that Christ was a great king, but also 
a humble king. The people greeted 
him with wild joy and cheers of 
Hosanna. But one short week later, 
they crucified him. We celebrate this feast and carry 
palm branches home with us to commemorate the 
great humility of Our Lord, who loved us so much that 
he chose the cross for our salvation.
